Conferences Sel

Happened To Rocket

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla..tfl — 


Military and scientific personnel 
planned today to conduct a'series 
of conferences. to find out what 
caused the failure of this coun- 
try's giant Vanguard test rocket. 


The missile, 72 feet long, bare- 


ly managed to get off the ground 
yesterday before it exploded in a 
huge display of fire and smoke 


The men in charge of the spec- 


tacular launching attempt want to 
know just what happened to the 
Vanguard rocket that carried a 
tiny earth satellite in its nose, and 
why. 


Steps also were under, way to 


prepare for flight a new test sat- 
ellite identical to the one that met 
misfortune on the launching pad 
here Friday, just before noon. 


Already on hand, said Vanguard 


executive J. Paul Walsh, is an- 
other complete three-stage Martin 
rocket, a twin of the one that 
blew up on an attempted vertical 
takeoff yesterday. 


It rests in the Martin Co., hang- 


ar at the closely guarded Missile 
Test Center, one - among many 
strange looking sky 
monsters 


awaiting their brief moments of 
glory. 


"We can move it out as soon 


as the launching stand is ready to 
accept it," Walsh said.

Hagen, director of Project Van- 
guard for the Naval Research 
Laboratory, said that if the burn- 
ing rocket destroyed : its launch- 
ing pad, it could take two months, 
at least, to repair the damage.

Van Horn Describes 
How He Murdered Wife 


TOWSON, Md.—(AP)—Robert Jett Van Horn testified 


yesterday that the soreness in his hands made him realize 
tie had killed his 54-year-old wife. 


Before Van Horn took witness stand, three psychologists 


testified that the wealthy Balti- 
more lumber executive might lose 
contact with reality under stress 
and go into what was called a 
"Psychotic episode." 


Van Horn; charged with slaving 


his wife last June 1, has pleaded 
innocent on the grounds that he 
was temporarily insane. 


Signed statements by Van Horn 


that he killed his wife were intro- 
duced into evidence prior to his 
testimony yesterday. 


"When did you first realize she 


was dead?" asked Prosecuting At- 
torney Frank Newell III. 


"I saw her." Van Horn replied. 


"I don't think anyone would have 
had to touch her" to know that 
she was .dead.
